To accomplish k task ao need- 
ul and difficult required not merely 
legal learning and acutneu, but per- 
sonal courage ot the first order; bn 
cause iu the capitals of all our state*, 
tune are lobbies, which, when the 
artifices of corruption tail, know how 
to handle the appliance of intimida- 
tion; in tho oider States the machin- 
ery is blackmail ; iu the newer, the 
menace of personal danger. Mr. Goe- 
bel .'eared none of these. He went 
his way, disdaining them. He did 
hia work in thoir despite. Because of 
this he became a leader, and the on- 

lion and corruptloniats seriously fear- 
ed. They could not buy nim"»i,,! 
they could not bully him. They had 
to cause him to be kllleu ; and like tbe 
blowing up of the Maine in Havana 
harbor, his death will be tho signal 
for such just retributlou to them as 
came to Spain. It throws a flashlight 
upon the whole subjeot of the relation 
of the public corporations to the State 
and to the people. It is as a slgni 
honest and patriotic meu of all par- 
ties, to unite against the. growing dan- 
ger of monopoly. 

If William Goebel had survived 
these tragical limes nothing could 
have stood in the way of bis going to 
th« bead nf the people's column for 
physical and moral emancipation from 
the brute power of money. His death 
unites tbe Democrats of the United 
States. All or us, from Maine to Tex- 
as, from New York to California, will 
dip our handkorcbiefs in his blood, 
aworn to fight the fight out on that 
line if it takes the whole of the oom- 
ing century. That is all that we ran 
do for bim now ; but, atanding over 
the grave of tbi" brave and pure 
young spirit — maligned beyond recall, 
hounded to that grave by men who 
knew better — this we can pledge our-

to manage without a bond ; and, lat- 
er, tbe law partner of John G. Car- 
lisle, who did little credtt to himself 
and his real friends in Kentucky, 
when, during the late campaign, he 
permitted himself to be quoted ever 
seemingly against Mr. Goebel. for Mr. 
Carlisle knows, and so does tbe Edi- 
tor of tbe Courier-Journal, Mr. Car- 
Male's steadfast friend , that in 1896 
Goebel did Mr. Carlisle no wrong 
whatever.

Estimate oi William Goebel'a Char 
acter by One Who Did Not 
Agree With Him. 



Hon. C. M. Clay, Jr., of Paris, who 
was President of tho Kentucky Cou- 
stitutionai Convention when Senator 
Goebel waa a member of that bod] 
who served with him in the Stan 
ite, and who ki.ew Mr. GWoei ■ 
few men knew him, pays this feeling 
tribute to the dead statesman : 

"Permit me to say a few plain, 
blunt words in memory ot my old 
friend, Hon. William Goebel. I knew 
Mr. Goebel intimately for many years, 
first as a colleague in tbe Kentucky 
Senate, working in tbe main for mu- 
tual cbjeuU auu actuated by tne same 
political sentiments and motives. In 
the Constitutional Convention we 
were again associated together inti- 
mately, both personally and aa to 
mon objects to be secured as de- 
sirable and necessary for the welfare 
and protection of the people in the 
organic law. Since then we have dif- 
fered politically on tome of the great 
is, and in the last few years I have 
seldom met him. He was my friend 
and I knew him well. The words 
that I now apeak of Mr. Goebel are 
not to be considered as tbe fulsome 
phrases of praise and eulogy giveu a 
man when he is dead, but my honest 
and accurate analyst* of his personal 
character and public purposes. I al 
ways found him utterly reliable and 
truthful, one of the very few men that 
I hive known in publiu life who was 
absolutely undaunted in carr)ing out 
those measures that he thought 
sary for the welfare and protection ol 
treat mass of the common people. 
No bribe of any sort, houor or polili- 
prefcrment, danger or fear of per- 

j ol or tittle of "hat capacity, energy or 
action that he had consecrated to the 
service of the people. 

By nature a radical and eminently 
fitted to be a great tribune ot (lie peo- 
ple, he, iu the fierce fight for the pro- 
tection of the plain people against tin 
colossal corporate power, might have 
from a conservative ntandpoiut, com 
mined somej mistakes or errors, bu 
this did not come from any abating 
of the conscience or the weakening of 
the moral torce, but from tho fierce- 
ness and unscrupulously of tbe fight 
made upou him and from his earnest 
aud indomitable desire that the peo- 
ple, whose cause he ardently believed 
he represented, should prevail. 

A great many of us think that hie 
greatest political mistake was the pas- 
sage of his election bill. But to Mr. 
Goebel, who had consecrated his abili- 
ties and energies to the tight iu behal! 
of the protection of the plain people 
against Ihe eueroachmeuts ot the cor- 
porate power, such a bill seemed abso- 
lutely necessary to prevent the de- 
bauching of the elections by the mon- 
ey and influence of the said power, 
He felt, however mistaken he may 
have been, that it was a bulwark iu 
defense of the rights of the people. 

fight of bis to restrain the cor- 
porate power within what he thought 
limits was no new fight with him t 
med for demagogic purposes, but 
menced with the first day of his 
official life and continued until the 
of his death. 

shall attempt uo estimate or anal- 
ysis of his intellectual abilities for by 
his public actB and speeches such es- 
timate can be made by the world. 
Suffice it to say that they were of a 
very high order. But amidst tho 
mountains of abuse aud coutumely 
that wore boaped upon his personal 
aud moral character, aud this iu a 
greater degree than ever before 
known, ou account of tbe strong, sel- 
fish interest behind it, I felt it my du- 
ty, being one of the few who really 
knew him (and at the best there are 
very few who so know any man) to 
give ray honest evidence in behalf of 
his moral purpose and high and lofty 
integrity. 
"To a man who has been somewhat 



in political life, among the great 
orowd who are influenced by selfish 
and paltry motives, fearful of their 
very shadows In a defense of princi- 
ple to a great extent unreliable, it is 
very refreshing to meet men of 
Goebel's 'nigh character, brave, It 
ful and devoted to high principles 
and purpose. A very eminent law- 
yer, a kind and indulgent brother, a 
revoretit and obedient son, a plain, 
simple and pure man in private life' 
an undaunted and fearless champion 
of the people, ho has died, as he ear- 
nestly believed, fighting their battles, 
warrior with his harness on, in Ihe 
streneih add viimr hi 9 manhood. 
Where in Kentucky can we find 
like again ? Who shall take up his 
se with tbe same courage, ability 
and ical to rotect tbe rights of tbe 
In people of tho State? George 
Washington was no greater patriot 
and friend of tho common people than 
was the fearleis Wm. Goebel, who 
rone to a glorious, though an un- 
timely, death, cut down by the mur- 
derous bullet of an aasassin.

History docs not furnish us with 
an instance that moved the people 
as did the death of Governor Wil- 
liam Goebel. The last look at his 
home, the wagonloads of rarest 
flowers, the tears, the heartaches, 
the indignation, the deep smoul- 
dering wrath, but served to illus- 
trate universal love and admira- 
tion. 

Where as a State Senator he 
labored for twelve years in the 
interest of the common people, 
and where under the shade of beau- 
tiful evergreens, in company with 
others of our distinguished dead, 
the presence of twenty thousand 
and more people with their love 
mementoes is unmistaken signifi- 
cance.

There is i ros- 
in the year 1 765 a Frenchman, who 
did not give his name, visited London, 
and afterwards published in Paris an 
iccount of his visit. "I reached Lon- 
don," he says, "towards the close of 
day . . . and at last, quite by 
chance, I found myself settled in an 
apartment in the house of the Cuisin- 
ier Royal, in Leicester Fields; this 
neighborhood it filled with small 
houses, which are mostly let to for- 
eigners." On the following day he 
walked down llolborn and the Strand 
to St. Paul's, then crossed London 
bridge, and returned to his hotel by 
walking through Southwork and 
Lambeth to Westminster, "a district 
full of mean houses and meaner tav- 
erns." The localities named have not 
greatly altered their charml-i itace 
then. In another place our traveler 
says: "Even from the bridges it is 
impossible to get ■ view of the river, 
as the parapets are ten feet high. . . 
The reason given for all this is the in- 
clination which the English, and the 
Londoner* especially, have for sui- 
cide. It is true that above and below 
the town the banks are unprotected, 
and offer an excellent opportunity to 
those who really wish to drown them- 
selves, but the distance is great, and, 
besides, those who wish to leave the 
world in this manner prefer doing so 
before the eyes of the public.

EX- PRESIDENTS ARE SCARCE. 

Four Wera Living at Three Different 
Times In This Country. 

Two ex-presidents of the United 
States are living, Cleveland and Har- 
rison. 

Before the expiration of John 
Adams' form, 1801, there was no ex- 
president living, Washington having 
died December, 1799. 

During Jefferson's administration 
Adams was the ei-president. Both 
died on the same day, July 4, 1826. 
Both were ei-presidents during the 
administrations of Madison and Mon- 
roe and a part of the administration 
of J. Q. Adams. 

When Monroe was president the 
three ex-presidents were Adams, Jef- 
ferson and Madison. 

J. Q. Adams became president in 
1825. At that time Adams, Jeffer- 
son, Madison and Monroe were living. 
But before the expiration of J. Q. 
Adams' term, 1 829, only Madison and 
Monroe were living. 

During Jackson's first administra- 
tion, Madison, Monroe and J. Q. Ad- 
ams were the living ex-presidents. 
Before the expiration of Jackson's 
second administration only J. Q. Ad- 
ams remained as former president. 

When Van Buren was president, 
J. Q. Adams and Jackson were tha 
living ex-presidents. 

During William Henry Harrison's 

rm of one month, J. Q. Adams, 
Jackson and Van Buren were the liv- 
ing ex-presidents. 

John Tyler, as vice president, suc- 
ceeded Harrison and was in office from 
1841 to 1846. The ex-presidents liv- 
ing during his term were J. Q. A dams, 
Jackson and Van Buren. 

While Polk was president, the liv- 
ing ex-presidents were J. Q. Adams, 
Jackaon, Van Buren and Tyler.

A great German airship is being 
constructed in a dockyard.
